The American Federation of Labor 
holds the opening meeting of the 
thirty-first convention this morning at 
10 o’elock in the auditorium-armory. 

Practicall- every detail of the day’s 
proceedings has been thoroughly 
worked out and the entire program 
arranged, headed by a magnificent 
parade, which will be participated in 
by the visiting delegates and niembers 
of the local unions 

The parade will form on North 
Pryor street, proceeding to Peachtree, 
to Whitehall, to Hunter, to Washing- 
ton and thence to the auditorium. It 
will start promptly at 9:30 o'clock, ar- 
riving at the auditorium twenty-five 
minutes later. 

Representatives of unions from al- 
most every city in the United States 
are now in Atlanta, the most recent 
arrivals being the delegations from 
Richmond, New York and Washington, 
Which arrived last night. There are 
now nearly 400 delegates, representing 
almost 2,000,000 organized laborers, as- 
sembled in Atlanta, among these being 
almost one hundred executive officers 
of national and international labor 
unions, as well as two fraternal dele- 
gates from England and one from 
Canada, Porto nico sending an accred- 
ited candidate. 

Samuel Gompera, aecompanied by 
other officials of the National Feder- 
ation, arrived in Atlanta Saturday 
night, while yesterday the delegati.ns 
flocked in until at a late hour last 
night it wag said that practically ail 
had arrived. These are trom every 
part of the United States. 

Te Last Two Weeks. 

The convention will last two weeks, 
and during that time the organized la- 
bor leaders of America will be gath- 
ered in what is one of the most im- 
portant sessions in tne histury of their 
Organization. Political, industrial and 
social questions will be discussed and 
disposed of by the convention; labur 
questions will be solved and many oth- 
er Matters of interest to the whole 
country will be considered. In view of 
the importance of the meetings not 
one of the sessions will be Closed to 
the general public. z 

When the assemblage is formally 
called to oruer th.s morning Vice 
Chairman L, P. Marquardt wiil han- 
die the gavel, acting at the same time 
as the speaker to introduce Presid. ni 
Gompers. uhe president of the order 
will then assume the chair and wil!

Stets af-New York Bloced 
With Piles of Refuse = 


So Bad Has Situation Become 
That the Authorities Are 
Using Disinfectants—Sever- 
al Perscns Injured During 
the Rioting ‘Sunday, 


New York, November 12.—New 
York's streets have become so littered 
with piles of garbage as the result of 
ihe ‘street cleaners’ strike, that Street 
Cleaning Commissioner Edwards: will 
begin tomorrow the use of disinfectants. 
He decided upon this méasure today 
after a tour of the city with Dr, Ernest 
B. Lederle, commissioner of health, who 
feared that conditions were such as to 
mendce public health. Dr. Lederele said 
he found conditions on the east side 
“pretty bad.” 

Rain which is falling tonight is ex- 
pected to flush much of the tTefuse 
away, but it was apparent today that 
it was accumulatihg faster than the in- 
adequate force of strike-breakers Was 
able to remove it. The weather today, 
moreover, was of a sumer-jike mild- 
ness, which did much toward render- 
ing the decaying piles of matter more 
menacing than ever. 

Rioting Continues. 

Efforts of the department to re- 
move the refuse on the lower ‘east aide 
today were comparatively successful, 
but in other parts of the city the 
work was hampered by the continua- 
tion of rioting. Although protected by 
heavy squads of police, practically ev- 
ery cavalcade of garbage wagons that 
left the stables was soon surrounded 
by mobs. Hoots and jeers were fol- 
lowed by showers of stones, bottles 
and other missiles, and then by 
charges upon the police in efforts to 
drag the strike-breakers from their 
wagons. Gangs of eastside “gueril- 
las” joined with the rioters for no 
other . reason, apparently, than to 
wreak their vengeance on the officers 
of the law. By vigoroug use of their 
clubs the police always Kept the upper 
hand, but this did not prevent many 
of the strike-breakers from deserting 
their wagons. On the upper east side 
one hundred police battled for over an 
hour with a mob of 500 men and boys 
that attacked a cavalcade of wagons.

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of Pulp and Paper Made 
From Unrestricted Wood. 


New York, November 12.—The Amert, 
can Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
through John Norris, chairman of its 
committee on paper, it was announced 
here today, has sent a letter to Presi- 
dent Taft, urging that the government 
show good faith in the observance of 
the favored nation clause of 28 treaties 
with respect to the free importation of 
pulp and paper when made from unre- 
stricted wood. The letter recites sub- 
Stantially as follows: 

“A questioqn of enforcing the favored 
nation clause has arisen because of the 
passage of section 2 of the act of July 
26, 1931, which granted a special] privil- 
ege to Canada in the matter of free 
pulp and paper, and which did not de- 
pend upon Canadian concurrence be- 
coming effective immediately upon the 
passage of the law. It wag a separate 
and independent provision. 

“Canada’s repudiation of reciprocity 
and the continued importation of Can- 
adian pulps and paper free of duty 
after September 12, 1911, the date of the 
CanaZian election, put the United 
States in a position where it was 
sranting a special privilege to Canada, 
and it became obligated by its 28 treat- 
jeS to give equal treatment immedi- 
ately to the other nations.” : 

Question Thrust on Treasury, 

The question was thrust upon the 
treasury department from four sources: 

First—By importers through the 
American Wood Pulp Importers’ Asso- 
ciation and others who objected to pay- 
ment of duty under such conditions. 

second—By requests of customs col- 
lectorg for instructions. ; 

Third—By inquiries from. representa- 
tives of the favored nations which 
claimed equivalent treatment. 

Fourth—By paper users through the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Norris says there are indications 
that American papermakerg are seek- 
ing to delay the execution of the law 
by urging reference of the matter to 
the courts for determination. He points 
Out a precedent for executive action 
in 1899 when the administration, 
through instructions issued by the sec- 
retary of the treasury to collectors, 
granted to Switzerland under its favor- 
ed nation clayse, the same rates on 
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wines and spirits that France enjoyed 
under its reciprocity treaty of 1898. The 
text of the favored nation clause reads: 

“If either party shall hereafter grant 
to any other nation any particular fav- 

in navigation or commerce, it shall 
immediately become common to the 
Other party freely, where it is freely 
granted to such nation, or on yielding 


Mr. Norris urges that “immediately 
used in that clause, means what it 
says and not after interminable delays 
in the courts or after congress shall] 
have substantially passed upon the 
proposition.”’

The letter says:

The precedent ap-| 
plying to free Canadian pulp and paper 
is respected by all the favored nations. 
They can fairly ask why Canada should 
be put upon a footing more favored 
than any other nation.

TRAFFIC LAWS 
MAY BE CHANCED 


Public Hearing at Meeting 
Tuesday Afternoon 


Citizens Invited by Special 
Council Committee to Confer 
About Changes in City Ordi- 
nances “Regulating Autos and 
Other Vehicles. 


When a special council committee 
meets tomorrow afternoon at 3 o’clock 
in the mayor’s committee room, for the 
purpose of passing upon new ordi- 
nances affecting traffic regulations, and 
especially the running of auto cars 
in the city, there will probably take 
Place one of the most interesting and 
largely attended meetings ever held 
in regard to a municipal matter. 

The committee has invited every per- 
son in Atlanta whois interested in the 
rulés and laws for regulating traffic 
and for the running of autos to meet 
and give their views on the changes 
which are proposed, It is expected 
that a large number 8f persons will be 
present, and that there will be many 
citizens who will tell the committee 
exactly what they think about some of 
the proposed restrictions. 

Several Changes Proposed. 

There are several proposed traffic 
changes, the most important of which 
are two new ordinances which were 
recently introduced in coyncil. One of 
these seeks to require all autos to come 
to a full stop when approaching a trol- 
ley car which is letting off or taking 
on passengers. This ordinance also 
requires persons getting off a trolley 
car to step to the right-side of the 
street, and if they want to go on the 
other side of the street to do so at the 
corner crossing and at right angles. It 
further provides that no person shall 
cross a street between crossings, and 
the person must go straight across and 
not diagonally. 

Another ordinance prohibits the park- 
ing of auto cars on certain central 
streets. 

Traffic On Paved Streets. 

Still another regulation under consid- 
eration is an ordinance which prohibits 
freight vehicles from .traveling on 
paved streets in the business center of 
the city. 

There were so many traffic changes 
proposed before council that it was 
deemed advisable to refer all of those 
to a special committee, with instruc- 
tions to thresh out the whole matter 
and then report back to council a new 
set of read laws for Atlanta. The spe- 
cial committee is as follows: Council- 
men Evins, Johnston, Humphrey, Mc- 
Clelland and Chambers and Aldermen 
Candler, Grant, Warren and Kelley. 

The committee requests all citizens 
interested to be on hand Tvesday after- 
hoon promptly at 3-o’clock.

The Confeaerate Camp of Atlanta 
held a memorial service last night in 
the Second Baptist church. The meet- 
ing was unier the auspices of the Juve 
Wheeler Camp. 

The prograin included an address by 
Dr. John E. Whiteon “The Confeder- 
ate Soldier One Hundred Yearg After.” 


Dr. White asked the question, “What 
is to be the place of tne confederate 
soldier in history?” The confederate 
solider is fast becoming, eveil 
among us who love him,’ Dr. White 
said, “a strange and pathetic figure.’ 
“In a few years he will have entirely 
passed off the living scene of southern 
life. 

“Fix your eyes vwpon him when you 
meet him in the street iomorrow. He 
is not an ordinary human being to be 
passed by without a gaze. Broken is 
the survivor of mis- 
fortune as you may esteem him, his- 
tory has marked him for her own. 
the seal of her favor of fame has 
been set upwun him, Amidst the gay, 
happy, prosperous ordinary folks who 
jostle him and pass on he alone is the 
:ymbol of something worth pondering. 

“Eifty years ago he was the hero of 
the hour, all eyes, all hearts, ali the 
cencentrate passion of the south were 
poised upon him. Look at him well 
and recognize that it was his fortune 
to Know the poignancy of human life 
as you will never be permitted to know 
it. It was granted to him to become 
identified with epochal events, to play 
a part in one of earth’s greatest dra- 
mas, to be a man of destiny. 

“The time hay now come -when we 
shall hear no nore of that patronizing 
parade of sympathy for the confed- 
erate soldier half pity and halZ 
apology. 

“The moulds for his final shape in 
the judgments of humanity are fast 
rardening. 

“One hundred years after Appoma- 
tox the confederate sokiier will be 
fully appraised and passed up. The 
history of the great civil war will have 
been corrected, cleansed and closed. 

“Because my own father was a con- 
federate soldier I want to know the 
station in the esteem of the human 
race which is to be permanently aa. 
signed to-him and his comrades. 

“Some things are even now posi- 
tively clear. First: The confederate 
soldier will ve recokned a singular 
figure in history as recording the one 
illustration of a man who drew his 
sword against the government of his 
fathers, denying with every breath 
ihat he would harm it and protesting 
with every blow his love for it. 

“Second: It Will be the remarkable 
record of him that, though he wus 
defeated and fell into the power of 
that government, his devotion to it 
persisted proudly and wrvught for him 
the miracle of a rehabitation of citi- 
bership without a singlé word of 
broken sptrited repentance or humili- 
ating renunciation. 
ap htrd: Of him it will be written 
that he suffered yicariously, syinbol- 
icallv and was never to be charged 
with a personal guilt of his own, 
either of rebellion itself or responsi- 
bility, for the issues which called him 
to the altar cof sacrifice, in what 
others called rebellion. 

“Pourth: The final verdict of his- 
tory concerning his personal m>tive

ORDERS FOR EQUIPMENT 


These Orders Responsible for 
Most of Activity in the 
Steel Trade. 


New York, November 12.—-Most of 
the actimity in the steel trade last week 
was derived indirectly, from additional 
orders for railroad equipment, which 
incleded 7,700 cars, 120,000 tons of rails 
and some additiona! orders for 
motives and bridges. The principal 
‘rail contracts were 30,000 tons addi- 
tional for the Burlington, 25,000 for the 
Norfolk and Western and 50,000 tons 
for the Louisville and Nashville. Since 
the Ist of November rail orders have 
aggregated 150,000 tons. The principal 
car orders included 5,300 more cars for 
the New York Central system. Nearly 
11,000 cars are still under flegotiation.

week called for over 290.000 tons of 
finished steel products. 

The October statement of the United 
States Steel Corporation, which show- 
e4 an increase of $3,011 tons, as com- 
pared with September. indicated a 
sharp decrease in both Output and 
shipments, the latter being estimated 
at 26,000 tons per day.

“IF A MAN CHOOSES GOD -_ 
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LET HIM WORRY NEVERMORE” 


For the fourth sermon in his series 
on “These Human Lives of Ours,” Dr. 
L. O. Bricker had for his subject at 
the irst Christian church last. night, 
“Worry, the Arch Enemy of Happi- 
pess,’ and spoKe in part as follows: 

“When you take up one of those big 
books in the doctor's office on ‘The 
Practice of Medicine,’ and start jin to 
study any given disease, you will find 
it set forth under these seven heads: 
First, definition and history; second, 
etiology; third, morbid anatomy; 

symptoms; fifth, diagnosis; 
treatment; seventh, prognosis, 

“Since the subject which we are to 
consider has been called ‘The Great 
American Disease,’ perhaps we couid 
not do better than to follow the medi- 
cal method, since this is the univer- 
sally accepted way. Then first, as to 
definition and history: Worry is a 
mental disease, a mind fret, a nerve 
fever, a body friction. It is peculiar 
to man: birds, animals and fishes do 
not “worry. But men and® women 
worry. it is commonly’ supposed that 
women worry more than men, bout this 
is very’ doubtful. Poor people worry, 
rich people worry. The busy and the 
idle, the cultured and the ignorant 
worry. It begins almost in the cradle 
and persists in following us to the 
grave. Americans are supposed to be 
specialists in worrying, and, therefore, 
the name ‘Americanitis’ is given to 
that rundown condition of the nerves 
which seems to be peculiar to Ameri- 
cans, But it is common to every con- 
tinent. race and climate. 

“Now, for the etiology—the cause of 
worry. One of the causes of worry is 
being too tense about everything, in 
not being @ble to distinguish between 
proper concern and anxiety, between 
a right feeling of: responsibility and 
harassing fear and fret. Instead of 
winding up our nerves and Keying up 
our faculties to the point where they 
make the harmonious music of life, 
we don't Know where te. stop, and we 
keep on winding uptil they = shriek. 
Sometimes worry is caused by trying 
to do too much, an attempt to get more 
horse power out of your engine than 
it was built to develop 

“Under the head of morbid anatomy, 
we ask, what is the/condition of mind 
and body, and whet changes toes 
worry dropuce. Worry acts upon the 
mind like poison acts upon the body, 
it narcotizes the nerves, shatters the 

rain, saps vitality, ruins digestion, 
enervates energy, darkens the sky and 
blights a life. It throws friction ‘into 
the wheels of the mental and physica! 
machinery and creates g@ ‘hot box, 
which brings the whoie body to a 
standstill and often to a total wreck.” 

Upon the matter of diagnosis the 
preacher said: “In making a diagno- 
sis it is. very tmportant that we 
tinguish between worry and concern. 
Tiere is a proper concern about mat- 
ters for which we are responsible. We 
cannot have too much concern about

“In treating ourselves for worry 
first thing to do is to make ac co 
mind as to the absolute uselessness 
of worry. In all the history of man- 
kind it never did anybody any zood 
But it has killed more people “than 
war, broken down more nervous sys- 
tems than drink and that it is a dead- 
ly, blighting sin against God and your 
own body and mind. The one great 
cure tor worry, however, is trust in 
God. We have a Father, and all of the 
things over which we are inclined to 
worry are His problems, * 
“If a man has God for his Father, 

is A sin for him to wor- 
ry. of the beautiful coun- 
sel Jesus about the life of 
trust hinges upon who or what is to 
be your God. ‘Ye cannot serve God 
and mammon,’ said Jesus. Therefore 
make your choice. If a man chooses 
to serve mammon, I have nothing to 
Say to him. Let him worry. It is 
fitting and proper for him to worrr 
and to grow turkey tracks all over 
his face. He ought to worry, for he 
is serving a very uncertain master. 
But if he chooses God, then God adopts 
him as a child, and let him never worry 
any more, for all the power and wis- 
dom of God is pledged to his help. The 
only real cure for worry is faith and 
trust in God.” :

Childers’ attorneys here have made 
no statement regarding the probable 
re-arrest of young Robert Kennedy, 
although there has been strong intima- 
tion from other sources that another 
warrant, charging him with the mur- 
der of Mrs. Childers, would be sworn 
out. Kennedy, who, like Childers, has 
been in Lee county jail for two 
months, was released from custody 
upon conclusion of the Childers trial, 
the solicitor general having declined 
to push the case against him before 
the grand jury. 

Among thousands of 
Sumter and adjacent counties, the 
tragic death of Mrs. Childers remains 
as mueh a mystery as upon the fate- 
ful August day when she swallowed 
the deadly dose prepared for her. by 
an unknown assassin. Thousands here 
still believe that neither Mort Childers, 
the broken-hearted husband, nor Rob- 
ert Kennedy placed’ the strychnine in 
the bottle of salhepatica used by her. 
There is not the the least conclusive 
evidence that either man is guilty. 

The case may, and doubtless will, 
end with the next trial, and without 
responsibility being fixed upon algyone 
for the dreadful crime of murdering a 
pure and innocent young woman.

Jt is alleged that Turks and Arabs led off in the niurder-' 
ous acts, which provoked reprisals from Italian soldiers exhausted 
by-arduous campaigning, the veneer of civilization stripped by the' 
brutalities inseparable from war. : 

There is enough of ferotity ‘in the Turkish and Mussulman 
character, as blazoned in history, to give credibility to the counter- 
charges advanced by Italy. The blood-thirst and fanaticism that 
spoke out in the Armenian massacres may conteivably have been 
re-kindled in Tripoli. And it may well be imagined that, after all, 
it is a harvest of dragon’s teeth that Turkey and the partisans of 
Mahomet are reaping. : 

When this is said, it still remains that # the indictments 
brought against Italian soldiers are veracious, the defense made in 
their behalf is a plea in abatement and nothing else. The twentieth 
century is seeking to find other ways of reparation than to meet 
murder with murder. . 

At the last analysis, however, it is the old, cruel, reckless mob 
spirit that has ruled in war since time immemorial, and that it 
appears will rule whenever men of beliefs and races absolutely 
antipodal come into physical coritact under powerful stress. The 
censorship in Tripoli has been rigid. Most of the accounts that 
have come from the interior have been unofficial. No man can 
tell at this moment exactly what has transpired, while Christian 
and Mussulman grappled in the death throes and humanity re- 
turned to the almost insane primordial instincts that rule the jun- 
gleman. * 

Whether true or exaggerated, whether justified or absolutely 
flagrant, whether in Tripoli or China, these terribly tragic revivals 
of the lust for blood comprise an argument, powerfully clinching, 
for world peace. Civilization can no longer afford to tolerate them. 
The impression they leave on the mind is equally revolting, wheth- 
er coming from the followers of Christ, of Islam, of Buddha, of 


Brahma.

Improved Implements and Methods on the Farm 
No. 10. Silo and Ensilage 


(a) A New Way to Harvest the Corn Crop. Side-heading this para- 
graph, “A New Way,” does not mean that the preservation of green crops 
in silo pits is a modern discovery. On the contrary there is good authority 
for believing that the method was crudely known and practiced in the times 
of the Persians and Romans. But to M. Goffart, a Frenchman, is due the 
honor of having made it practicable to preserve green crops for Common use 
by storing them above ground in stone structures known as silos. In this 
country a Mr. Morris, of Maryland, built the first silo in 1876. The. first 
I ever saw was one constructed under the direction of the Georgia Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on the grounds of the Cotton Exposition at Atlanta, 
Ga., in 1881. 

But I write about silos mainly as making possible a new way to harvest 
more or less of the corn crop of the south, and a discussion of tHe subject 
from this viewpoint should be of special ‘interest to dairy farmers and 
breeders and feeders of beef cattle. Where much the larger portion of the 
corn crop is consumed in feeding work animals, in fattening hogs and in 
supplying the great bread grain of the masses, the silo does not appeal 
strongly to the farmer. Silage is not well suited as a staple food for work 
animals or for fattening swine, but may be, used to a considerable extent 
as a wholesome and appetizing relish. It is also a palatable and valuable 
food for fowls during the winter season. 

4b) The Silo Most Perfectly Conserves Values. While there are other 
ways—or at least one other way, to-wit: Cutting corn and curing in the 
shock—in which the entire crop above ground may be removed and utilized 
as food for animals, there is no method yet discovered that so perfectly and 
completely utilizes the entire plant (above the ground surface) of corn, 
sorghum, cowpeas, soybeans, ete. By the ordinary, wasteful process of 
“pulling fodder,” gathering the ears of corn and leaving the stalks to be in 
the way of preparing for the next crop there is a direct, absolute loss of 
not less than 30 or 40 per cent of the total feeding value of the crop. The 
pulled corn blades may subtract their full equivalent in' feed value from the 
still immature grain often to be partly or totally lost by untimely rains 
ruining the “fodder.” Even when the entire plant is harvested, cured in 
the shock and the stalks shredded many trials make it certain that never 
less than 15 per cent of the whole is lost. By the silo method 10 per cent 
of loss is probably a maximum, due to fermentation. In the best constructed 
and managed silos the loss may be reduced to as low as 5 per cent. 

(c) Silage for the Dairy and for Beef. Professor Henry, in “Feed and 
Feeding,” says: “The silo and its product may now be regarded as a fixed 
factor in American agriculture. Those farms which carry a relatively small 
amount of stock do not require the silo. On such farms corn is rarely 
planted for forage, . but on the other hand many farms are heavily 
stocked with cattle and everything raised finds waiting mouths with demands 
for still more.” Again he says: “Dried fodder corn stored in the shock or 
mow, deteriorates rapidly with the coming of spring, the stalks becoming 
brittle and losing in palatability. Silage keeps with less loss than does 
fodder and what is not needed for spring feeding will help out the short 
summer pastures. Where intensive farming is practiced the silo will prove 
an important factor.” In still another place Professor Henry adds: “Silage 
is preeminently a food for the cow, and its use will largely remain with the 
Because of its succulence and palatability, this forage is 
recommended as a substitute for roots with fattening cattle.” 

It is admitted that silage is not adapted to pig feeding, and not much 
may be fed to working horses, but a considerable part of the winter feed 
for beef cattle—especially what is known as “baby” beef—may consist of 
Silage to great advantage. 

It is very fortunate that practically the same machinery used for shred- 
ding the dry stover, when a portion of the corn crop is-harvested by the dry 
method, is also available for cutting up the undried stalks, blades and ears 
for the silo pit, requiring only a change of the cutter head, which may be 
effected in a few minutes. This circumstance makes it possible for a farmer 
who has eight or ten cows to feed, to harvest a part of his corn crop in 
the old way (pulling fodder), or by cutting and curing in the shock: and 
part by the ensilage method, practically the same machinery for eutting 
being available in either case.

PLANTING SHADE TREES, 
LAWN GRASS.

A 
heavy mulch of forest leaves or other 
vegetable matter, applied when the 
ground is fyll wet, will prove a better 
guarantee against a drought than 
watering. There is nothing gained by 
leaving any branches on the tree. Cit 
close and thin out the sprouting, new 
branches to four or five. Gray soii is 
better than clay soil.

Answer.—Your description of the 
Symptoms would have been more help- 
ful had it been a little more in detail, 
for instance, it is well to know whether

fiuid from the irritated places. Treat 
as follows: Give careful grooming, 
using a stiff bristle brush and cloth. 
Give a purge of one to one-half pounds 
ot magnesium sulphate (Epsom salts). 
in one-half gallon of water. Also give 
one tablespoonful of sulphur and one 
ounce of potassium nitrate once datly 
in a bran mash. If any sores appear 
apply daily an ointment of one ounce 
of oxide of zinc mixed with three 
ounces of vaseline. The foregoing in- 
cludes treatment for two very similar 
diseases——lichen and pimphigus. A pe- 
culiar symptom of the latter ts that the 
hair may be a long time in returning. 

The treatment advised assumes that 
the cow is neither mangy nor lousy, 
which affection would be manifest to a 
physician.

mules, horses, ete., are just crazy for 
the tops, after they taste them once, 
and the pigs axe tickled to distraction 
over (under and outside) the tubers. 
They grow on almost any good fair 
land, but do best on a deep, mellow, 
alluvial bottom land, along a stream, 
at the foot of a sloping field or garden. 
An occasional overflow will not hurt 
them if not submerged for a great 
length of time. [ am raisin them 
successfully on stiff clay upland, a 
very little manure ploweg in, and then 
after hoeing once, mulehiin them with 
a 3 to 6-inch coat of olq leaves which 
drifted against the fence from timber 
near by. If well mulched they need 
no hoeing. They produce from 1060 
to 1,000- or more, bushels per acre and 
are very nutritious. I think they con- 
tain about 2* per cent of protein with 
4 large share of starch and water. 
which (the water) was a very scarce 
article tn some sectiong last summer. 
Raw, they are relished by man: also 
make fine pickles. There are milHons 
of acres in the south today producing 
weeds and brush that could be easity 
made the most profitable parts of the 
farms if put into artichokes. Once 
planted in good soil, they are self-geed- 
ing, as the hogs usually leave enough 
in the soil to seed it again. After 
once well started, they will smother 
out all opposition; if they do not, hoe 
them out and mulch heavily. I con- 
sider them one of my most profitable 
crops. 

(*About twice as much ae sweet po- 
tato.—Ed.) 

Comment.-I have several times, in 
reply to inquirers and otherwise, 
written about Jerusalem artichokes as 
a foog crop for hogs. It often occurs 


that the hogs do not “take to them” 
readily, but I think there will be no 
difficulty in getting them to root for 
them if not too liberally supplied with 
food to which they have been ac- 
customed. That has been my persona! 
experience. They are very easy to 
raise and are excedingly prolific. 
GINSENG CULTURE. 

“X.,” Milledgeville, Ga.—I have been 
somewhat interested of late by the 
claims ‘of gensing growers in other 
sections of the country. However, I 
see nothing of its being raised in this 
section and have wondereg what was 
tke reason, whether it would grow 
here profiably or had never been tried. 

Answer—So far as I know most, if 
not all, of the persons who are ex- 
pleiting the culture of*ginseng in this 
country are engaged in growing seeds 
and sets (roots) of the plant and sel'- 
ing the others who hope to maké big 
money producing roots for sale in the 
market for exportation to China. I 
fhave not heard of anyone (not au- 
thentically) who has made a success in 
the business of producing ginseng 
roots for market except in a small 
way. There is no qdoubt whatever that 
ginseng may be successfully grown in 
a large part of the United States if 
proper attention be given to its cul- 
ture. The wild ginseng has long been 
dug by the poorer class of people and 
it has been done in such a destructive, 
wasteful manner that the plant has 
been almost exterminated. Do you 
know that five vears are required to 
grow a crop of ginseng roots to good 
marketable size? 

SORE MOUTH OF COW, 

WwW. C. P.. Tiften, Ga.—-I have a cow 
with a calf one week old that appear- 
ed to be in perfect health before she 
found her calf, except that her nose 
was sore. Now she will not half eat 
and has fallen off. She seems to be 
waek in her jaws, for she can’t chew 
up a nubbin of corn. She apptars to 
have fever. Will go to water soon 
-as I turn her out. This is her fourth 
ealf. She was affected the same way 
with her last calf. but not so badly. 
If you can give me a remedy would 
fhe very glad. 

I guess you are getting tired of mv 
questions, but wish you was one of 
my close neighbors; guess [| would be 
always over asking you questions, but 
your letters in The Constitution inter- 
est me more than anything else that is 
printed 

Ansewr—I am by no means certain, 
but I am inclined to suspect that your 
cow has what is called mycotic stoma- 
titis, commonly known as sore mouth, 
because the chief symptom ts an ul- 
cerated (sore) mouth and tongue, the 
uleers sometimes appearing on the 
feet between the claws, and swelling 
of the fetlocks. With this disease the 
animal cannot eat without great diffi- 
culty, but will readily swallow food 
placed on its tongue. The ailment is 
caused by the eating of grasses, or 
forage, containing fungi, or mouldé, 
and is not at all contagious. The fol- 
lowing is the treatment: Keep the 
animal] in the barn or stable and feed 
on soft, nutritious food, such as brgn 
mashes, ground feed and gruels. Keep 
a bueket of fresh, cool water where 
she can drink at will, or rinse its 
mouth. In each of the first two buck- 
ets given during the day dissolve two 
heaping tablespoonfuls of borax or one 
spoonful of chlorate of potash. Also 
swab out the mouth at least once a day 
with an antiseptic wash, such as a 2 
per cent solution of ecarbolic acid and 
water. or of creolin, or a1 per cent 
solution of permanganate of potash, or 
one part peroxide of hydrogen to two 
parts of water. This wash should be 
followed by an astringent, such as two 
teaspoonfuls of alum (powdered), hbo- 
rax or chlorate of potash placed upon 
the tongue. If there are lesions of the 
feet they should be treated with a 2 
per cent solution of carbolic, acid or of 
creolin. 


CARBON BI-SULPHIDE AND WE 
VILS. 

J. H. A.. Wetumpka, Afa.—Colonel R. 
J. Redding, Griffin, Ga.—Dear Sir: 
noticed in. The Constitution your advice 
on using carbon bi-sulphide for weevils 
in corn. I used it according to your 
directions, but it failed to do the work. 
My corn was in g@ practically airtight - 
box, but had the shuck on. I wish you 
would advise me by return mafl, if 
consistent, if.it is necessary to shuck 
the corn before treating it. Thanking 
vou in advance for any information you 
may give, I remain yours truly. 

Anawer—I am not able to say what 
was the cause of your failure to de- 
stroy the weevils by the use of carbon 
bi-sulphide. Possibly the quantity used 
was not sufficient. Did you place a 
sheet, or tarpaulin, or gunny bags over 
the whole in order to prevent the vapor 
of the liquid from being blown away 
almost as fast as formed. The rule re- 
quires from 36 to 40 hours’ exposyre 
to the vapors in order to be effective. 
If the. vapors, or fumes, leak out be- 
fore that time it would be proof that 
the box, or receptacle containing the 
corn was not sufficiently tight. Line 
the cracks with coarse, thick paper and 
try again. I do not vouch for the effi- 
cacy of the treatment, as I have not 
personally tried it on corn. It is usual- 
ly stated that the treatment will be 
effective if the corn is in the shuck. 
but requiring longer time and more of 
the fluid. 


HAIRY VETCH IN ALABAMA. 


W. R. J.. Electric, Ala.-—I have read 
a great deal about clover and vetch. 
My land is late and sandy, and not 
much clay-~—splendid for corn and cot- 
ton. Wil! hairy vetch grow here? Wili 
land have to be inoculated to get u 
stand? How should land be prepared 
and how fertilized? When can I get 
seed, and what will they cost? Please 
give me full instructions on this sub- 
ject, as I have no experience at all, but 
1 feel a great interest in the raising 
of all such crops. 

Answer-—Hairy vetch is not particu- 
lar about soll, and will succeed any- 
where in the United States. I have 
never found it necessary to inoculate 
goil or seed, and have had uniform suc- 
cess with it when the seeds are sown 
in September, or October, and evén as 
late as early in November as far south 
as your county( just north of Mont- 
gomery, Ala.) No special preparation 
of soil is necessary. The seeds are as 
large, or a little larger than squirre!? 
shot, and come up very readily when 
covered with soil an inch or two deep, 
or when sown on Bérmuda sod without 
any covering at all, provided two or 
three rainy days shall occur in good 
time. I have sown hairy vetch seed at 
the rate of one bushel per acre on Ber- 
muda sod onrich ground, OctoDder 1, am 
mowed at the rate of three tons of Hay 
per acre in May. When sown late ane 
with a view to securing a full stand at 
once, one bushel of seed is the quan- 
tity required per acre. But—the seea 
being very high--very few farmers 
would care to pay $8 for a bushel of 
seed, and will be content to sow 39 or 
40 pounds per acre (60 pounds is 4 
bushel), and permit it to mature seed, 
which it will do by last of May. 

It is an annual plant, coming up nat- 
urally with the first rains of fall, grow- 
ing more or less during mild spells in 
the winter. but very rapidly in March. 
April and May, maturing seed and dy- 
ing late in May or early in Junes It t¢ 
a legume, makes good hay, or pasture, 
and is a land improver. <Any regular 
sedsman can supply seed. 


PIGS HAVE A COUGH. 

L. E. C.. Baldwin, Miss.— Please te?! 
me what to do for my pigs. I have 
four very fine ones and unknowingly 
to me they slept for a while in a very 
dry, dusty place and as a consequence 
they now have a dry, hacking cough. 
which, I fear, will kill them if allowed 
to continue. Can you give me a rem- 
edy through the columns of your very 
valuable paper? 

Answer-Give each pig one ta two 
heaping tablespoonfuls of Epsom salts 
dissolved in two quarts of water at a 
time when they are thirsty. Keep them 
in a warm, dry place. If not reHeved 
in one or two days give each pig one- 
half to one teaspoonful of syrup of 
squills at a dose three times a day. If 
you have reason to suspect that thev 
are wormy give each pig one to two 
teaspoonfuls of extract of optgetio and
